HILLS ABLAZE 
WITH BONFIRES 


Torchlight __ Processions, 
Fireworks and Ringing of 
Bells Follow Departure of 
Troops.

COBLENZ, Nov. 30.—The Tri- 
color that replaced the Stars and 
Stripes over the famous old fort- 
ress of Ehrenbreitstein after the 
evacuation of the American troops 
from the Rhineland was hauled 
down for the last time today, as 
the French soldiers began to evac- 


uate the second Rhineland zone. 

Most of the French soldiers 
marched to the Moselle railway, 
station and entrained for’ Metz. 
An sutomobile column of 60 cars 
left for Mayence., 

The lowering of the Tricolor 
and the hoisting of the German 
Republican standard on the castle 
above the Rhine was the signal 
for celebrations throughout the 
Rhineland tonight. * 

The evacuation proceeded qrfiet- 
ly, but the people afterward gave 
vent to their joy at being free 
from the foreign occupation that 
has lasted for 11 years. Only a 
few Germans watched the French 
soldiers depart, There were nu- 
merous camera men present. 

Hundreds of bonfires were light- 
ed tonight on the Rhine and Mo- 


selle hills. Firework displays burst |. 


from the bridges over the Rhine 
and from Ehrenbreitstein. 

Church bells rang out the news 
of freedom at Coblenz and Aach- 
en  (Aix-la-Chapelle},. Prominent 
officiais presided over festivities! 
to which they brought the con- 
gratulations of the Government 
and all the rest of Germany. 

At Coblenz thousands of per- 
sons gathered at the Deutsches 
Eck at the confluence of the Rhine 
and the Moselle, where there is a 
monument to the former Kaiser. 

With bonfires burning brightly 
above Ehrenbreitstein and on the 
opposite bank of the Rhine and 
with hundreds of persons carrying 
torches, the meeting made an im- 
pressive spectacle, 

Dr; Wirth, Minister for O®cupied 
Territories) gaye the greetings 
from th¢ Government. Brass 
bands played martial ani religious 
music. The entire mass meeting 
observed three minutes of silence 
as a tribute of respect to the war 
dead. 

A detachment of Prussian State 
Police, headed by a police band, 
marched into- the city after the 
evacuation to replace the foreign 
military police. 

The celebrations at both Cob- 
lenz and Aachen were broadcast 
throughout the country. 

The treaty of Versailles. fixes 
three zones and bridgeheads on the 
left bank of the Rhine’ to be oc- 
cupied by Allied troops as guaran- 
tees of the fulfillment of certain 
clauses of the treaty. As the result 
of agreements reathed at The 
Hague conference on’ reparations 
and at earlier meetings two of these 
zones now have been evacuated or 
are in process of evacuation. The 
third zone, centering around May- 
ence, is still occupied, chiefly by 
the French.

JEFFERSON CITY,‘ Nov. 80.— 
The income tax payer and the cor- 
porations will bear virtually the 
full burden of the 12-year $246,- 
830,900 State improvement  pro- 
gram under the plan today pro- 
posed by the State Survey Commis- 
sion in its final report to Gov. 
Caulfield. The plan, however, 
first must meet the approval of 
the Governor and, if it should 
stand up under his scrutiny, the 
approval of the Legislature, before 
it can be put into effect. 

At the last moment the Commis- 
sion abandofied proposals for a 
slight increase in the property tax, 
and the imposition of a tax on 
premiums collected by Missouri 
insurance companies. 

Though recommending the ex- 
penditure of $246,830,900, the re- 
port of Theodore Gary, chairman 
of the Commission and head of the 
finance section, suggested means 
of $btaining only $158,800,000 of 
additional revenue, the responsi- 
bility. for finding the additional 
$88,000,000 being left the Legisla- 
tures of the future. 

Five Cities to Bear Burden. 

Of the total increased revenue 
provided for, Gary’s plan, which 
was adopted by the Commission, 
proposes to raise $127,000,000 
through increased income taxes, 
$15,300,000 from increased corpor- 
ation franchise taxes and $16,500,- 
000 from the counties through di- 
verting the State revenues from 
county revenues that portion of the 
tax on insurance premiums of for- 
eign companies which now go to 
the counties. 

Inasmuch as approximately 90 
per cent of the income and cor-| 
poration franchise tax is paid by 
St. Louis, Kansas City, St. Joseph, 
Springfield and Joplin, the heavy 
burden will fall on the five larger 
cities. 

A change in the system of as- 
sessment of the income tax is pro- 
posed under the new plan, On in- 
comes up to $1500 above exemDb- 
tions the increase would be from 
i per cent, the present rate, to 1% 
per cent. On incomes from $1500 
to $4000 above exemptions, the in- 
crease would be from 1 per cent, 
the present rate, to 2% per cent. 
Beginning with incomes of $4000 
above exemptions it is proposed to 
add one-half of 1 per cent for each 
step, the steps being $4000 to $7000, 
$7000 to $10,000, $10,000 to $13.- 
000, $13,000 to $16,000, $16,000 to 
$19,000 and above $19,000, the 
highest rate being 5% per cent. 
The rate on corporation incomes 
would be increased from the pres- 
ent 1 per cent to 2% per cent, 
with no exemptions. The plan pro- 
poses to continue in force the ex- 
emptions of the present law,

It is estimated that the proposed 
rates would produce in the first

‘CONFLICTS WITH HOOVER

The at- 
titude of the department was that, 
regardless of whatever announce- 
ment had been made to the pub- 
lic, no orders had ever been re- 
ceived by the department, and that 
it remained officially unaware that 
anything had been said. 


It was pointed out that the 
President had referred to the lay- 
ing of the keels and that the keels 
have not been laid. But it was 
admitted,-on the other hand, that 
laying the keels this year would 
have. Been, physically impossible, 
since several months of construc- 
tion work must precede that act. 
This construction work is proceed- 
ing, and has been proceeding for 
several: months, and a number of 
important contracts have been let. 


Navy Officials’ Suggestion. 

While unwilling to comment of- 
ficially on the seeming conflict 
between the President's statement 
and their own course, navy Ooffi- 
cials made the interesting sugges- 
tion that perhaps the President 
had not meant to convey an im- 
pression that a suspension of work 
was contemplated. Of course, this 
raised the question of what he 
did mean to convey and why the 
statement was made at all if it did 
not mean that work was to be sus- 
pended. 

In this connection, it was re- 
called that the statement was is- 
sued in response to Great Britain's 
act in suspending construction, for 
the purpose of showing ‘equal 
good will.” If the President's 
statement did. not mean that a 
similar suspension was to be or- 
dered by the United States, the 
question arose as to how our “equal 
good will’’ was to be shown. 

Rear Admiral George F. Rock, 
chief of the Bureau of Construc- 
tion and Repair, the officer directly 
responsible for the work, said: 

“There has been no delay in 
connection with the construction 
of these cruisers. The plans are 
already coming into the central 
drafting office at Brooklyn Navy 
Yard from the New York and 
Bethlehem Ship Building compa- 
nies and the materials necessary 
for the construction work are be- 
ing ordered. 

“Contracts for the steel have 
been awarded and the cruisers 
should be completed within the 
next 36. 40 and 45 months at New 
York, Puget Sound and the Phila- 
delphia navy yards, respectively. 

“I think that people may be sur- 
rised at the difficulty we will have 
in mpileting the work on time, 
in. view of the shortage of skilled 
workers and technicians in the face 
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of the present puildt g program 
for cruisers and merchant vessels.” 


Keels to Be Laid in February. 

According to presént plans, the 
keels for the two cruisers to be 
built-in the Bethlehem and New 
York shipbuilding companies’ yards 
will be laid down some time in 
February, while the London naval 
conference is in session. The keels 
of the three Government-built 
cruisers are to be laid down in 
May. 

The preparation of these plans 
is a vast undertaking. A wooden 
model of the proposed crulilser, 
fashioned to scale in its outer di- 
mensions,. first is made and on the 
surface of this the position of each 
plate in the projected steel hull is 
marked off. ’ 

In all, it requires some 2000 blue 
prints for- each vessel, and »the 
plans are not normally completed 
until the ship is launched. > 

The expense of preparing a set 
of plans is estimated at about 
$500,000. To save this outlay, the 
Government yards are using the 
plans which are being prepared by 
the two private companies, and are 
making such changes in them as 
will be necessitated by the fact that 
the machinery used in the Govern- 
ment-built ships is not of the same 
manufacture as that used in the 
privately built vessels. 

Work on the guns and armor 
for the three Government-built 
cruisers has been going forward, 
and all other preparations have 
been made with a view to having 
the work proceed as briskly as pos- 
sible.

Sam Johnson, Sheriff of Stone 
County, who first began the mur- 
der inquiry because of gossip 
among the mountain folk, had been 
told he was marked for death, he 
said today. 

It was Sheriff Johnson’s investi- 
gation that brought to light the 
state of virtual peonage “into which 
the night riders had forced, the 
poorer class of hill. folk by mid- 
night whippings and other depre- 
dations, the climax of which was 
the mutilation, torture and burn- 
ing alive of Franklin last March 
pefore his sweetheart, Tiller Rumi- 
ner. 16-year-old mountain girl. 

Jahnson’s first message from the 
Cagin Creek and Dry Creek night 
riders was “we don't want you 
monkeying around these parts.” It 
came while he was obtaining wit- 
nesses for a grand jury investiga- 
tion of the murder two weeks ago. 

‘When 18 or 20 witnesses ap- 
peared to testify before the grand 
jury, Aleck Fulk, alleged leader 
of the night riders; Hubert Hester, 
Herman Greenway, Bill C. Young- 
er and Joe White, all of whom now 
are held without bond for the mur- 
der of Franklin, called at his of- 
fice and suggested that he end his 
efforts to solve the crime, declar- 
ing no murder had been com- 
mitted, 

“All right, men,” Johnson re- 
plied, “you bring Connie Franklin 
to see me and I’ll guarantee you 
won’t be bothered any more.” 

Promising to produce Franklin, 
the Cagin Creek and Dry Creek 
residents returned to the hills. 
Three of them went into the moun- 
tains of Oklahoma and have never 
returned. 

Although more than 20 hill resi- 
dents had been. called to testify 
in,other cases, Fulks, with unerring 
accuracy, picked from the crowd 
each man or woman who was there 
to tell of acts of violence. He called 
them aside before they entered the 
grand jury room, it is charged, but 
was discovered by Sheriff John- 
son, who forced him at the point 
of a pistol to leave the building. 

From that time until the jury 
was adjourned, the witnesses were 
kept behind locked and guarded 
doors to prevent any attempt to 
tamper with them.

30.—An attempt of Stanley  Mc- 
Cormick, incompetent ‘millionaire, 
to yush in front of an oncoming 
fréight train while 
two years ago, was described in 
Superior Court today in the hear- 
ing of a petition for the discon- 
tinuance of McCormick's present 
medical care and guardianship. At 
the end of the two-hour morning 
session, Superior Judge William 
Dehy adjourned court until Thurs- 
day. 

Kenneth McKillip, who for 26 
years has been chief attendant to 
the patient, testified that McCor- 
mick was caught and held when a 
freight locomotive was but a few 
feet from him. The witness relat- 
ed McCormick apparently was fol- 
lowing a dog, with which he had 
made friends, but at the time there 
had been a question im his own 
mind as to the patient's intention 
when he rushed onto the track. 

Croquet Made Strenuous. 

The incident came out 
McKillip was under redirect ex- 
amination by Oscar Lawler, chief 
counsel for Harold F. McGormick 
and Mrs. Anita“McCormick Blaine, 
brother and sister of the patient. 
Ending of their control of the pa- 
tient’s medical care and their re- 
moval as guardians is being sought 
by Mrs. Katherine McCormick, 
Stanley’s wife. 

McKillip explained  Stanley’s 
habit, while playing croquet, of 
standing over a fellow player with 
a maliet, to insist the game must 
be played as he wanted it.

1904, when their interésts carried 
them apart. McCormick was de- 
clared incompetent in 1906 and 
guardians were appointed. 

The witness came to California 
in 1918 to lecture at the State Uni- 
versity, and said he went at once 
to Santa Barbara. He was not al- 
jowed to see McCormick at first 
because his physician was absent, 
but said Stanley saw him at a win- 
dow and exclaimed: “Oh} Robert, 
don’t go.

PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE WILL 
RUN ABOUT 12,000 WORDS 


Considerably Under Average of 
Others Sent to Congress Since 
Days of McKinley. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30, — The 
message to be sent” to” Congress 
Tuesday by President Hoover will 
be one of 12,000 words but this is 
considerably under the average of 
all annual messages submitted since 
McKinley. 

The longest message sent since 
McKinley's time was that submitted 
by President Taft in 19098, which 
was 34,000 words. 

Figures available at the White 
House today placed the average of 
all measages since McKinley at be- 
tween 15.000 and 16,000 words. 
One of the shortest messages re- 
cently was one sent by President 
Coolidge, which totaled 8000 words, 
but his average was 11,000. The 
shortest message sent by President 
Roosevelt was 11,000 and his long- 
est was 21,000.

CARNEGIE, DESTROYED 


Capta'n Killed When Explosion 
Sets Fire to Vessel 
in Samoa. 


~ 


By the Associated Press. 

PAGO-PAGO, Samoa, Noy. 30.— 
The Carnegie, a nonmagnetic 
yacht, which in ‘scientific research 


work rounded the earth several 
times and dared the north and 
south polar regions seeking data 
on magnetism-and atmospheric 
electricity, lies in the harbor at 
Apia today, a charmed wreck. 

Her commander, Capt. J. P. 
Ault, is dead, several members of 
the crew are in the hespitaj and 
Tony Kelar, cabin boy, is missing. 
An explosion occurred late yester- 
day while gasoline was being taken 
aboard. 

Flames swept through the wood- 
en vessel almost instantly and the 
Carnegie was destroyed. Five oth- 
er vessels were reported to have 
caught fire, burning to the water's 
edge. 

Capt. Ault is reported to have 
been blown from his quarter deck 
into the water. He was taken into 
a rescuing boat, but died soon aft- 
erward. Eric Strenstrom of the 
crew was burned severely and Karl 
Albin Sturk, Otto Ericsen and John 
Lindstrom less badly injured. 

The U. S&S. naval 
patched the Ontario to Apia, 69 
miles away, to bring here Capt. 
Ault’s body, with the crew and

The Carnegie, built in 1909 for 
the Carnegie Institution of Wash- 


ington, contained no ironser steel’

The cruise ending the Carnegie's 
travels was begun from Washing- 
ton in the spring of 1928. The ves- 
sel carried a group of distinguished 
scientists equipped with apparatus 
to make the deep sea yield its ge- 
crets.

“Reports relative to trade and 
“industry reflected to marked 
changes as compared with the pre- 
ceding several months, although in 
‘some lines decreases took place in 
production and primary distribu- 
tion. Purchasing of both raw and 
finished materials was conducted 
‘along more conservative and cau- 
tious lines than earlier in the year, 
particularly since the final week of 

- October, .- . . Wholesalers in lines 
investigated ‘report -advance order- 
ing of holiday goods below expecta- 
tions and in smaller volume than 
at the corresponding period in 

1938." 

Some “Slowing Down.” 

Uther business conditions, in the 
district noted in the report are: 

Some “slowing down of activ!- 
ties’ at mills, foundries and other 
ferrous meta] working  establish- 
ments; less active demand for iron 
and steel goods for the building in- 
dustry; recent orders by the rail- 
roads for freight cars and other 
equipment.and supplies have par- 
tlally compensated decreased _ re- 
cqutreqnen ts of other iron and steel | 
users; a “rather sharp decrease” in 
distribution of automobiles for Oc- 
tober as’compared with September, 
thougifsales were comewhat great- 
er-than-in October, 1928; marked 
decreases in building permits issued 
and construction contracts let in 
Uctober, as compared with the 
same month last year; beneficial 
effect on agriculture of the “mild, 
open fall,” with improved crop 
prospects from October to Novem- 
ber; harvesting of late crops was 
“under mainly ideal conditions and 
with minimum loss of quality and 
quantity;"" the improvement of 
physical farming conditions was 
counterbalanced to a considerable 
extent by the “sharp decline in 
prices of leading products in late 
October,and the first half of No- 
vember.” 

Freight Traffic Heavy. 

Freight traffic of railroads in 
the district, which includes large 
parts of Missouri, Arkansas, Illi- 
nois, Indiana, Kentucky, Tehnessee 
and Mississippi, continued in large 
volume, the review says, and “ex- 
ceeded the aggregate of any simi- 
lar period in preceding years,.”’ The 
Terminal Railroad here _ §inter- 
changed 248,586 carloads of 
freight in October, compared with 
243,119 in the same month last 
“year and 238,769 in September. 
Estimated tonnage of the Federal 
barge line between St. Louis and 
New Orleans was 137,000 tons in 
October, compared with 120,444 in 
the same month last year and 90,- 
947 in September.

City automobile dealers are quot- 
ed by the report as saying that the 
decline inthe stock ‘market has 
had a tendency to slow their sales.

Of the total $168, 953, 900 is for 
additional support for state activ- 
ities, $14,789,700 for educational 
institutions, $144,600,000 for State 
aid to public schools, $2,925,000 for 
support of the proposed phycho- 
pathic hospita!, $671,200 for  in- 
crease in present overhead of State 
hospitals, $1,320,000 for overhead 
of St. Louis sanitarium proposed to 


| be taken over by the State; $3,600,- 


000 for additional support for the 
State Board of Health; $400,000 
for additional support. for the 
trachoma hospital; $640,000 for ad- 
ditional ‘support of the State Tu-

The program which is the result 
of six months’ work by the com- 
mission contemplates a State school 
system to provide at least eight 
months’ schooling for every child 
in the State, and for the needs in 
buildings and support of the State 
University, the State penal institu- 
tions, the State Teachers’ Colleges 
and the State elecmosynary institu- 
tions. 

Following are the general plans 
for each of the increased State ac- 
tivities: 

Public School System. 

It is proposed to expend in 12: 
years $144,600,000 in additional aid 
to ‘public schools, the entire 
amount to go to schools outside of 
St. Louis. Under the present sys- 
tem-the school districts throughout 
the State levy local taxes, which in 
many instances fall far short of 
providing sufficient revenue to 
maintain’ a school for more than 
four months in a year. 

The survey proposes that each 
district shall levy a tax of 2 cents 
on the $100 valuation, and that the 
State shall provide enough addi- 
tional money to enable each dis- 
trict to maintain eight months of: 
school to a minimum = standard 
prescribed by the State Department 
of Education. Under this plan 
each district would have $900. for 
each elementary school and $1200 
for each high school and-an addi- 
tional $900 foreach 22 pupHs in 


for each 24 pupils in a high sghool. 

Raising Standards and Income. 

After the first two-year period 
schools would be entitled to addi- 
tional State aid-as their standards 
were raised through increased 
qualifications of their teachers, un- 
til at the end of 12-year period, 
it ig expected, State aid to = the 
amount of $1500 would be paid for 
each unit of -22 pupils In the ele- 
mentary schools and $2000 for each 
unit-of 24 pupils in the high 
schools. 

. The plan. contemplates .that the 
-preseant system of selecting the 
State Superintendent of Education 
‘and the county superintendents of 
schools shall be abolished, and that 
instead the: Governor shall ap- 
point a State Board of Education 
of seven members, which shall se- 
lect the State Superintendent on 
the. basis of qualification and not 
politics .as at present, and without 
regard to whether he is a resident 
of Missouri, and that there shall be 
elected county boards of education 
of seven members each, which shall 
cheose the county superintendent 
on the same basis. 

It is the intention of the com- 
mission that within a few years 
unqualified teachers shall be elim- 
inated.from the rural schools, 
many of which are now in charge 
of teachers without even high 
school education, and that. they 
shall be supplanted by teachers 
who have had four years’ instruc- 
tion in a teachers’ college.

American Cupidity and the Market. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

HE controversy now on between the 

U. 8. Senate and the banking fra- 
ternity to determine and place respon- 
sibility for the recent market collapse 
is interesting. It reminds one of an own- 
er standing by and seeing the thief lead- 
ing the horse out of the premises and 
then rushing wildly about to learn who 
left the barn door unlocked. It seems 
that it has not occurred to either party 
to the controversy that a part of the 
blame, at least, should go to the cupidity 
of the American people, from the bishop 
to the bootlegger and the banker to the 
boller-maker. All, as evidenced by dis- 
closures made since the crash, are look- 
ing for easy money. 

During one of the Liberty Loan drives, 
s banker in a small northeast Missouri 
town was trying to persuade his client 
to buy a Liberty bond and the client re- 
fused to buy unless the banker would 
guarantee it. In recent months the peo- 
ple generally, do not want bonds of any 
sort but demand stocks that are “just as 
safe” as bonds and the positive assur- 
ance of the salesman that the market 
value of the stock will increase to dou- 
ble, triple or maybe quadruple the pur- 
chase price. 

They have been encouraged in this 
matter by such slogans as “Don’t sell 
the United States short,” by statements

jury, thus nullifying the right unless it:is specifical- 
ly demanded by accused persons or litigants. 

In the Digest’s symposium, to which feading law: 
yers contribute, those opposed to the jury system 
or favoring its modification argue that it is not suit- 
able for modern society; that it is not scientific; that 
juries are unintelligent and are not capable of judg- 
ing facts in the complications of the socia] and in- 
dustrial organizations of today; that they are moved 
by prejudice and emotions. There is ground for these 
criticisms, but the real question is whether the ob- 
jections overweigh the advantages of the present sys- 
tem. Not one of them gives consideration to the 
principle of liberty and justice—the safety of the 
people from oppression and injustice upon which the 
jury system is based. | 

It is interesting ta note that the two Judges en- 
gaged in the discussion—-Henry Clay Caldwell, for- 
mer Judge of the Eighth District Federal Court of 
Appeals, and Marcus Kavanaugh of the Superior 
Court of Cook County, Ill-—defend the jury system.

It was adopted by the 
American colonies, except for minor offenses and 
cases. It was valued so highly by the founders of 
the Republic that it was embodied in the constitution- 
al Bill of Rights. 

From the voluminous writings of Thomas Jefferson 
advocating the right of trial by jury his opinion of 
its value may be gathered’ from the following ex- 
cerpts: : : 

I consider trial by jury as the ‘only anchor 
ever yet imagined by man, by which.a Govern-

Rothstein's name was prominent 
in the investigation of the broker- 
age house of E. M. Fuller & Co., 
New York which failed for $4,000,- 
000 in 1922. Edward N. Fuller, 
and Edward F. McGee, the two 
partners in the establishment that 
proved to be the worst bucketshop 
in New York, said that Rothstein 
had won $331,000 from Fuller on 
bets. Attorneys for the creditors 
sought to get the money back but

Rothstein settled up cash losses 
amounting to $50,000 or more, in 
the stud poker game, and left ow- 
ing $250,000 or more lost on high 
spade side bets. Later, it is said, 
he hired a bodyguard and served 
notice on those in the game that 
he thought the high-spade turns 
were crooked and that he would 
not pay. Forty-eight hours after 
the game, Broadway knew all about 
it, and in a week news that Roth-| 
stein was “welching”’ on heavy card 
losses had traveled to every gam- 
bling center in the country. 

The story now moves forward to 
the night of Nov. 4. Rothstein was 
in Lindy’s restaurant, on Seventh 
avenu€, about 10:30 p,. m. Ht was 
a Sunday night. A telephone call 
came for him, and after he an- 
swered the phone, he said: “Mc- 
Manus wants to see me. I’m going 
to his room. I'll be back.” 

Rothstein left for the Park Cen- 
tral Hotel, a few blocks away, first 
giving his revolver to Jimmy Mee- 
han to hold for him. Police later 
were told he was going to face 
the men ‘to whom he owned money 
for the game of Sept. 8. McManus, 
under another name, had a room 
at the Park Central Hotel. After 
the shooting, it was found in dis- 
order, with many empty glasses and 
cigarette butts about, and McMan- 
us’ overcoat. About 10:60 o’clock 
Rothstein, with a bullet in his side, 
appeared in the corridor of the 
Park Central Hotel near the serv- 
ants’ entrance, and said: “I'm 
shot.” <A doctor was called and 
he was taken to Polyclinic Hospi- 
tal, where, about 36 hours later, 
he died.

British Traffic Control 


Driver-Made Rules Enforced Conscientiously—Nar- 
row Roads Cause Use of Small Cars, 
Bicycles and Motor ‘Cycles. 


An experiment that should be 
made in America, provided the 


ws to jet traffic regulate itself, in 
the opinion of Robbins B. Stoeckel, 
Moter Vehicle Commissioner of 
Connecticut, who has just returned 
from England, where he surveyed 
traffic conditions in the British 
morta : 

“Such an experiment might be 
dangerous,” © St®eckel declares in 
a discussion of the subject, “uniess 
everybody understood plainly that 
he was on his own. If Americans 
could develop that consideration 
for the driving problems and fights 
of others which obtaivs in En- 
gland, Highways here would be 
much safer.” 

Costinuing with a discussion of 
traffic contro! detaiis as he found 
them in England, Steeckel says: 
“Many of these detaiie differ from 
those of our country. Along all the 
reads, highways and byways, fences 
define the right of way. -Hedzge- 
rows are so high they sometimes 
destroy the views even from the 
vantage point of an automobile 
seat. 

“Most of the high roads, if not 
all, must be of great antiquity for 
their layouts are quite apparently

The current year has proved con- 
wusively a number of things, hith- 
erto more or less matters of con- 
jecture. Although in the substan- 
tiation of these facts both manu- 
facturers and dealers have been 
caused some discomfort, the mask 
of false optimism enveloping the 
production end of the industry has 
been removed and manufacturers. 
now seeing the situation in its true 
light, should be able to outline pro- 
grams for the immediate future 
with greater assurance of security, 
both to themselves and the deaiers. 

First, the industry has been 
shown that after all there fs an 
approximate limit to the number 
of new automobiles the markets of 
the United States and Canada can 
absorb itn one year. The limit at 
present appears to be about 4,500,- 
000 units, including replacement 
and export. Of course, the actual 
number is variable, depending, up- 
on the fluctuations of general eco- 
nomic and business conditions 
from year to year, with resulting 
variations in purchasing power. 
Registrations for 1929 may exceed 
the above figure slightly. but this 
year represents the peak market 
of the industry's history. 

This estimate is made in consid- 
eration of the fact that it is impos- 
sible to fix an absolute limit to 
the number of cars that may be 
sold. The above figure in years to 
come will be revised upward as the 
population increases, highway con- 
struction continues and improved 
manufacturing methods make it 
easier for the public to buy. For 
the present, however, a market 
absorbing: about 5,000,000 units 
represents the peak and this figure 
certainly will not be exceeded in 
1930, although it very well may be 
in, a few years hence.

It is much too early to venture 
a prediction as to the output vol- 
ume for 1930, but It may safely be 
reckoned at a figure considerably 
lower than the final amotnt for 
1920. With close to 5,600,000 units 
apparently assured for the current 
year, it seems reasonable to say

After repeating this per- 
formance several times in the 
presence of a large crowd, Hep- 
burn took two passengers over the 
top in high gear, from a flying 
start, crossing the summit at 28 
miles per hour. Later in the day 
Hepburn crossed the Monongahela 
River to Charlerio, where he 
negotiated a high gear ascent of 
Sixth street, six city blocks long, 
with a gradient ranging from 22 
per cent at the bottom to 31% per 
cent near the top. .

Drives 3260 Miles From New 
York to Los Angeles 
in Franklin. 


In a transcontinental record. 
breaking run, a Franklin sedan 
has clipped four hours and 29 min- 
utes off the former record, also 
held by Franklin, covering the 
3260 miles between New York and 
Los Angeles in 69 hours and 31 
minutes.

This routing of roads around vil- 
lages is in line with the vision of a 
system of super-highways cover- 
ing the entire United States over 
which automobiles may be driven 
at high rates of speed with safety 
which is now impossible with the

Automobiles capable of speeds in 
excess of 100 miles an hour with 
safety will make traveling long 
distances by motor comfortable and 
desirable, when roads equal to the 
demands are constructed. 

It is both possible and practical 
to build roads that will meet con 
ditions for a long time to come and 
I do not believe that road engi- 
neers and road designers, general- 
ly, appreciate’ present conditions 
much less future conditions, when 
they plan roads of the type being 
constructed in so many places. It 
would. be a proper provision and 
real economy to build in such a 
way that’ no improvements would 


be necessary for a long time te 
come. 


Helps Dedicate 
- ‘Detroit Bridge 


Following the example of An- 
toine de la Mothe Cadillac, founder 
of Detroit, who more than 200 
years ago was the first white man 
to cross the Detroit River between 
what are now the United States 
and Canada, a fleet of 40 Cadillac 
cars made the first official cross- 
ing between these two countries 
Armistice day at the dedication of 
the new international Ambassador 
Bridge at Detroit. As Cadillac, 
the man, served to settle this sec- 
tion, so Cadillac cars served to 
bring about the first intermingling 
of the people of two great nations 
on the new bridge. 

The Ambasador Bridge is the 
longest suspension bridge in the 
world. Its free span.is 1850 feet 
long, 100 feet longer than that of 
the hitherto longest span in the 
world on the Delaware River 
bridge connecting Philadelphia and 
Camden. It is 255 feet longer 
than the Brooklyn Bridge and 218 
feet longer than the span of the 
Bear Mountain Bridge across the

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Which Really Turns Out to Be an Orchestra 
With Several Conductors—Some of the | 
Functions of Orchestra Leadership.

HERE is no reason to believe 

that the conductoriess orches- 

tra will ever commend itself to 
the American public generally, The 
cult of the virtuoso is much too 
strong for that and the more ex- 
pensive and the more Narcissine 
these fancy time-beaters become 
the better we seem to like them. 
But the comparative success of the 
Conductoriess Orchestra in New 
York has stimulated a considerable 
discussion on the point of a con- 
ductor’s precise value to the men 
he is supposed to be leading. 

The members of this particular 
conductoriess orchestra have frank- 
ly taken the stand that the con- 
ductor is an expensive luxury. They 
are not lacking in support, some 
of which comes from a responsible 
source. The New York World de- 
clared editorially the other day 
that the pérformance of the Con. 
ductoriess Orchestra seemed to 
prove what that paper had tong 
suspected. This was that the con- 
ductor had more effect on the 
audience and the box office than 
on the musicians under him. 

With due respect to this impor- 
tant newspaper and to those who 
share its views, I would like to 
suggest that such reasoning is 
based on a complete misapprehen- 
sion of a conductor's duties. If he 
existed solely for the purpose of 
beating time at the public per- 
formances, then the orchestra 
could certainly operate without 
him. Even the important task of 
perfecting the orchestra's technique 
might conceivably be made unnec- 
essary—though I doubt it—by the 
single minded devotion of a thor- 
oughly capable ensemble. But the 
conductor’s chief value as an artist 
lies In his ability to reveal the 
meaning of the music he plays. If 
he fails in that, his performance 
has no justification, no matter how 
well drilled his orchestra nor how 
beautiful its tone quality. / 

- +. a 


HE conductor, in other words, 
T oe only provides a group of 

musicians with a certain collec- 
tive skill but uses that skill in such 
a way asto providean entry for his 
audience into the composer's mind 
and heart. To the degree that he 
is a great conductor he will set up 
in the mind of a sensitive hearer 
all of the ferment and splendor 
that the composer projected. into 
the original score. 

This is obviously not the work 
for an ordinary musician. It pre- 
supposes not only a thorough mu- 
sical training and a particular sort 
of technique but a nervous sensi- 
tiveness, mental insight and great 
emotional capacity as well. A good 
conductor will know that a single 
judiciously placed accent may give 
euch a new turn to a passage as 
to raise it immediately from the 
commonplace to the significant. 
He will know, too, that special ef- 
fects cannot be inserted arbitrarily 
inte a composition merely to make 
it sound more exciting without 
jeopardizing the music's integrity. 
And he will know, particularly 
well, that the answer to most ques- 
tions affecting the interpretation 
of @ score will be found in the 
core itself if it is studied with 
cnough understanding. 

Any orchestra, therefore, which 

ndertakes to operate without a 
cenductor, must somehow dredge 
out of its own membership the 
assemblage of qualities enumerated 
above and must so organize them 
that they are instantly available. 
This, I maintain, is a practical im- 
possibility. 

But what about New York's Con- 
ductoriess Orchestra, you ask?

According to figures provided by 
the Y. M. C. A., the organization 
was 85.3 per cent self-supporting 
in 1928. 
boys, of which 11,306 paid in full 
for benefits they received, 18,385 
paid in part and 36,826 paid noth- 
ing for the privileges of the or- 
ganization’s camps, clubs, employ- 
ment bureau and other services. 
Membership feeg are graduated on 
the principle that boys are not able 
to pay so much as men. Most of 
those who paid nothing or paid in 
part were boys. 

In 1928, the Y. M. C. A. spent 
$32,935 of its Community Fund 
money on Metropolitan Board ad- 
ministration and appropriated $17,- 
000 to outside Y. M. C. A. organiza- 
tions divided $7,800 national ,$7000 
state and $2500 for the Y. M. C. A, 
training college at Chicago: $14,000 
to two Negro branches and $10,000 
to the new Carondelet branch. The 
Downtown branch and the North 
Side branch, which are almost self- 
supporting because of their dormi- 
tories, cafeterias and shops, re- 
ceived $500 and $600 respectively, 
to meet deficits, while the Railroad 
Y. M. C. A. and the Y. M. C. A. 
schools were self-supporting. 


Campaign Expense 4.9 Per Cent. 
The Community Fund itself fs 


one of the largest participants. 


Campaign and administration ex- 
pense during 1929 totaled approxi- 
matély $150,000 or 8.6 per cent of 
the amount collected. Campaign 
expense last year was 4.9 per cent 
of the amount collected and 1929 
administration expense 3.7 per 
eent. The average cost of cam- 
paigns before the Community Fund 
was organized wag 15 per cent. 
Community Fund statistics, set 
forth in campaign literature, show 
that the 1929 fund was divided 
24.87 per cent to family service and 
relief, 23.2 per cent to character 
building, 22.8 per cent to care of 
the sick, 13 per cent to babies and 
children, ‘and 3.9 per cent to settle- 
ments, the remainder to miscella- 
neous purposes.

Six Hospitals Benefit. 
Six hospitals, although most of 
their revenue comes from patients 


and other sources, share\in the 
fund because they provide free}

The St. Louis Maternity 
Hospital Children’s Hospital, 
Barnes Hospital, St. Luke's Hospi- 
tal, Barnard Free Skin and Cancer 
Hospital and Peoples’ ‘Hospital 
(Negro) are assisted in this way.

GERMAN GENERAL WHO 
SAW PARIS “DURING WAR DIES 


George Von Der Marwits Was 


Within 20 Miles‘ of City Be- 
fore Battle of Marne. 
By the Associated Press. 

STOLP,. Germany., Nov. 30.— 
Gen. George Von der Marwitz, 
who died on his estate near here 
at the age of 73, was said to be 
the only Germany officer of rank 
who actually sew the Eiffel Tower 
during the World War. At the head | 
of a cavalry patrol, he rode to 
within 20 miles of Paris, just be- 
foer the first battle of the Marne. 

It was von der Marwitz who led 
the Kaiser’s cavalry through Bel- 
gium. Afterward he helped the 
Austrians to stem the Russian drive 
in the Carpathian region. Later 
again he had to face the British 
tank attacks near Cambrai on the 
Western front.

A crippled child 
at the grave of 
Father Power.

BOSTON. 
T IS estimated that 
‘within two weeks

A® young priest who 
) died 60 years ago, 
in Malden, a. sub- 
thins | urb. And still they 
come. The tomb itself has been 
knocked from its base by the crush. 
Time and again the earth around it 
has been dug up and taken away. 
What was originally regarded as the 
curative portion of the monument has 
been removed for safe-keeping. Yet 
the pilgrims to this newest shrine wait 
bour after hour to touch the stone, to 
pray, to scoop up a bit of earth. 
Officially it is not even a shrine. 
The Catholic Church has reserved de- 
cision until a complete investigation 
can be made. That will be a long- 
drawn-out process. Every reported 
miracle will be most carefully scrut- 
inized. The whole course of Father 
Patrick J. Power's life will be fol- 
lowed out. Every act examined, every 
word weighed. 
e Just why the grave of this particu- 
lar young Irish priest has been sin- 
gled out as a source of divine power 
it is difficult to say. There are vari- 
ous stories told. Little enough is 
known about the life of Father Power. 
He was a most promising studént. He 
was educated first in Boston, then in 
Quebéc, then in Louvain, Belgium. He 
was ordained, said a few masses and 
died. He died on December 8, 1869, 
the day of the Feast of the Immacu- 
late Conception. The same holy day 
on which he had been born 25 years 
before. 


HOUGH there are several ac- 
counts of how the healing 
power of the shrine was 
originally made known, it appears 
that the discovery was accidental. 
Thirty yeare ago two women who had 
visited the grave of a relative in the 
Malden Cemetery were on their way 
out when they happened to observe 
the priest's grave. They knelt to say 
& few prayers, as Catholics frequently 
do at the grave of a priest. 
They noted a curious feature of the 
tomb. It was then formed of a base 
consisting of a single marble slab. On 
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this base were four pedestals which — 


supported a second slab. There was 
engraved on this upper slab the name 
of the priest and also, deeply cut into 
the stone, the image of the chalice used 
in the mass. Rainwater had collected 
in this impression. One of the wom- 
en, who happened to have a phial in 
her handbag, collected some of this 
water. This she took home to a broth- 
er who was near death from blood 
poisoning. Physicians had given up

‘50 persons arrived at the

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all hope. She anointed him with the 
water and it is said that he was com- 
pletely cured tWo days later. This re- 
ported miracle spread by word of 
mouth to a small group, some of whom 
later went to the grave to pray. 

But though the grave had been 
known for many years, by a very small 
group of persons, as a healing shrine, 
its rise to national and even interna- 
tional eminence may be credited to an 
enterprising reporter for a Boston 
newspaper. 

Sent to cover the district of Ever- 
ett, adjoining Malden, he was anxious 
to make good, and kept his eyes and 
ears open for matters which a more 
experienced man might not have both- 
ered with. He heard stories that some 
women had reported a partial cure of 
some bodily affliction after 
visiting a Malden ceme- 
tery, and made it his busi- 
ness to look them up and 
verify the facts. 

He informed his office, 
which sent a reporter to 
the cemetery. The super- 
intendent, a brother, inci- 
dentally, of Cardinal 
O’Connell, said there had 
been talk for years that 
Father Power's grave had 
healing qualities, and even 
that in the course of years 
four persons had made af- 
fidavits of complete or 
partial cures. 

With such an exclusive 
story, the newspaper 
played it up. The next day 


cemetery to pray at the 
grave. This was a larger 
number of pilgrims than 
had come in the whole 
year preceding. Several 
cures were reported in 
this group, and the news- 
paper went at the story even harder. 
The next day 1200 pilgrims were on 
hand. This time temporary cures were 
made within the sight of all. A child 
dropped his crutches and walked, and 
another uttered his first word since 
birth. Excitement spread through 
the crowd. They dropped to their 
knees and prayed in unison, while one 
woman rose and exhorted them for 
minutes, finally turning to run, 
weeping, from the cemetery. 


FFERINGS were left at the 
O)enve. and now the remain- 
ing Boston newspapers took 

up the story. They told of a won- 
an who had been unable to walk for 
years, because of varicose veins, leav- 
ing her crutches at the shrine. They 
told of jewels and rosaries being left 
on the tomb. A kneeling rail was 
built, and a box placed for offerings. 
Signs were erected warning pilgrims 
against removing water from the stone. 
On the following Sunday 10,000 per- 
sona prayed about the tomb in the rain. 
Five cures were reported in this 
crowd, one being a cripple who stood

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erect for the first time 
in his life. Other cures 
were of rheumatism, 
pains in the head and 
paralysis, The Sunday 
crowd of 10,000 dropped 
to 9000 on Monday, but half a dozen 
cures were reported. Two persons, 
claiming partial cures, said they had 
been nearly blind, but after praying 
and anointing their eyes with water 
from the slab, could see quite clearly. 

The next day, election day in Great- 
er Boston, the number of pilgrims 
slumped to 5000. There was no water 
on the slab, and earth was used in- 
stead. A woman who had been suffi- 
ciently cured of gallstones to avoid an 
operation showed reporters a physi- 
cijan’s certificate to substantiate her 
cure. Another woman was cured of 
‘noises in the head.’’ 

On the following day the number of 
pilgrims started ite huge climb. Fif- 
teen thousand persons thronged the 
cemetery. A non-Catholic woman who 
entered nearly blind left able to read 
without glasses. The cemetery chapel 
was thrown open, and hundreds light-

ed candles as offerings. 
On November 8, 25,- 
000 persons were at the 
shrine. Five thousand 
of them heard little 
Jimmie Panora, 5 years 
old, of Revere, speak his first words 
since birth. “After anointing him at 
the grave, his mother, Mrs. Anna Pa- 
nora, said sharply: ‘‘Jimmie!”’ 
“What?” he answered, the 
spoken word of his life. 
“Say father!” commanded the woman. 
“Father!” said the. child. The 
mother fainted, and the crowd, grown 
hysterical, dropped to its knees to 
raise a great chanting prayer. A girl 
threw away her crutches and walked 
out of the cemetery, weeping. A: boy 
with a paralysed arm lifted the arm. 
There were other cures. After each 
the crowd dropped to its knees to pray. 
Ry this time officials of the ceme- 
tery were receiving letters from all 
over the country, begging that they 
be sent water or earth from the grave.

at the cemetery gate. Before city of- 
ficials realized what was taking place 
at the shrine, the crowd had become 
so unwieldy that as many injuries were 
reported as cures, for the milling and 
crowding of the many thousands of 
persons was extremely 
dangerous. Women faint- 
ed, children were taken to 
hospitals and it is known 
that at least one girl with 
a weak heart died after 
the crush. : 

When the top slab was 
knocked over by the 
crowd and removed by 
authorities, earth took 
the place of rainwater 
from the tomb in the eéati- 
mation of the faithful. 
Several times deep de- 
pressions were dug ail 
about the tomb and then 
filled in again. This 
earth, in many cases, has 
been reverently packed 
and sent to sufferers in 
all parts of the country. 
Many of the pilgrims 
seemed to desire only to 
rub a bit of the earth on 
the neck or arm as they 
prayed. Nearby tom b- 
stones were knocked over 
and broken and graves 
trampled. As soon as the police be- 
came fully cognizant of the situation, 
steps were immediately taken. Even 
then, however, they did not compre- 
hend the tremendousness of the phe- 
nomenon. On a Sunday which saw 
150,000 persons massed in the ceme- 
tery, barricades of ropes and board 
erected by police were swept away and 
the situation was saved only after a 
half-dozen police cars were formed in 
a circle about the shrine. 

After this experience the police 
erected stout timber barriers on two 


sides of the shrine, allowing a sort of 


corrider between. Two long lines of 
pilgrims are formed daily, so that one 
line passes on each side of the tomb. 
These; ‘lings stretch for many blocks 
outside the cemetery, a mile, even two 
miles, in length. 

Father Power, could he have fore- 
seen this extraordinary manifestation, 
would probably have been more sur- 
prised than anyone else, There is 
evidence in a poem which appeared a 
month after his death in a Catholic 
paper that he was of a saintly charac- 
ter and that he suffered patiently and 
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silently through a lingering and 
painful illness. 
Factually there is even less. 
He was born in 1844 in Bantry, 
County Cork, Ireland. His par- 
ents died when he was a boy of 
4 and a brother, John, brought 
him to America. Here the facts 
are obscured. His boyhood home 
is unknown, but still living is 
William J. Cahill, now 80, who 
remembers serving on the altar 
at the Church of the Holy Re- 
deemer in East Boston with 
young Patrick Power. The boy 
Patrick was older than Cahill then, 
but he is remembered by Cahill be- 
cause of the interest that Father James 
Fitton of the Holy Redeemer Church 
took in him. 

The only living man old enough at 
the time to be able to recall anything 
of value concerning the life of Father 
Power is Monsignor McGrath, rector of 
St. Joseph’s. But Monsignor McGrath 
has virtually retired from active work 
in his parish. He is 86 years old and 
reporters are not permitted to see him. 
Members of his household state that 
anything he has to relate he will give 
to church authorities. e 

Edmund J. Power, nephew and god- 
son, of Worcester, recalls that Father 
Power lived with relatives in Cam- 
bridge, but even the address is un- 
known. Old folk differ as to the events 
surrounding his death. There is & 
story that he liked to walk in the rain, 
bare-headed, and that these walks led 
up to his contracting the cold that 
later developed into pulmonary 
trouble and caused his death. It is 
known that he died in Brookline. 


ISS MARGARET KANE of 

East. Boston recalled for & 

reporter the night that the 
coffin holding the mortal remains 
of Father Power was brought to the 
Church of the Holy Redeemer. It was 
at dusk. Other biographical data 
establishes the date as December 9, 
the day before hia funeral. The wake 
was held in the church. He lay ‘0 
state through the night while parisb- 
joners of East Boston prayed at his 
bier. On the morning of December 1° 
a solemn requiem was sung and Fa- 
ther Power's body was interred in Holy 
Cross Cemetery.

Operating her small farm atone, she 
raises pigs and chickens now, and 
while she admits she doesn’t make 
money as she did in the old gambling 
and dance-hall days, she is still able, 
as she expresses it, to treat her appe- 
tite pretty well. Tourists stop to see 
her often. They stop for a few min- 
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engineer. They lived

PARIS. 
FEW weeks 
ago the 
Paris police 
scra tched 
their heads 
and looked incred- 
ulously at each 
other over a fan- 
tastic letter which 
had just been 
placed in their hands by 
the Paris newspaper, Le 
Matin. 

Signed by the “Chief of 
the Knights of Themis,” 
the letter stated that a 
powerful secret society 
had been organized for 
the novel purpose of 
punishing swindlers who 
had preyed upon the 
public for years and 
who, in the opinion of 
the order, had not been 
punished sufficiently by 
the courts. In line with 
this policy, the document continued, 
the society had taken in hand the case 
of a rogue known as the “Marquis Elie 
de Champaubert.”’ After subjecting 
him to’a series of refined cruelties, the 
“Knights” had ended his evil career 
by burying him alive in the woods 20 
miles west of Paris, the letter con- 
cluded, adding, ‘‘But he must be dead 
by now.” 

While .believing_ the letter to be a 
hoax, the police nevertheless hastened 
to the woods to investigate. They 
easily found the spot and came upon 
a mound of newly-disthrbed earth. A 
small pipe was visible, protruding from 
the soil. What was their consterna- 
tion when, upon opening the grave, 
they actually found the body of the 
“Marquis” in a rough wood coffin. The 
pipe and rubber tube leading into the 
coffin had not supplied sufficient air 
and the prisoner had died miserably 
of suffocation. It seemed at first 
that the ‘“‘Knights”’ had really carried 
out their grim undertaking as de- 
scribed. 

But soon there were new devel- 
opments.: It was disclosed by the 
confession of a confederate that the 
bogus ‘“‘Marquis,”’ whose real name 
was Clement Passai, had engineered 
his own burial as a part of a colossal 
publicity hoax. He had laid the fan- 
tastic scheme with the idea of stimu- 
lating the sale of his memoirs which he 
had expected to publish. His plan had 
missed fire at a critical moment, how- 
ever, and he had been caught in the 
meshes of his own elaborate net. 


ler——a petty swindler for the 

most part. He had served a doz- 
en prison terms for trivial knaveries 
which had hardly netted him a new 
suit of clothes. Then at the last he had 
died a horrible death attempting to put 
over another swindle. There was atill 
another slap of irony. He revealed, 
too late, that he possessed a macabre 
imagination which approached that of 
Edgar Allan Poe and a genius for writ- 
ing melodramatic fiction which in the 
opinion of Paris editors would have 
brought him fame and wealth. 

He had revealed this fiair for the 
fantastic in his operations once before. 
In September, 1924, he assumed the 
title of “Marquis” and, with a woman 
confederate named Gisele de Gisors 
posing as the “Marquise,” rented a 
fashionable castle near Dinard and 
fitted up the billiard room in the bane- 
ment as a chloroform chamber. The

pretense that he

Themis'’—blood-curdling missives 
which told of the capture of the 
swindler ‘‘Marquis’’ by the society; of 
the tortures or ‘“‘ordeals”’ to which they 
were subjecting him daily and finally 
of the burial of the man alive. The 
letters came in a daily series with each 
episode more astounding than the 
others. Finally, after his death, Passal 
was identified as the author. Here- 
with is reprinted the bizarre collec- 
tion with which the imaginative swin- 
dier prefaced his burial alive. 

Each of the four letters bore the 
salutation: “To the Editor of Le Ma- 
tin, from the Chief of the Knights of 
Themis.""

LEAPING THE DEATH PIT. 


‘Wishing to show all chivairy toward 
the Marquis de Champaubert, we sub- 
mitted to him a list of six ordeals that 
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Remarkable Letters of the Man Who Was 


by His Own Direction 


Grisly End of Clement Passal Now Revealed as 
the Crowning Irony in the Career of an 
Ingenious Swindler Whose Fantastic 
Imagination Might Have Made 
Him Rich and Famous. 
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we had devised for bringing his mis- 
erable career to an end, and we in- 
formed him he could commence with 
the ones that seemed least dangerous. 
“At the same time, though seeking 
his death, we preferred that it take 
place only during the last ordeals, in 
order to prolong our amusement, aa 
well as his moral and physical suffer- 
ing. We allowed him to reflect for 
half an hour over the six trials, and 
he then announced that he would start 
with the ordeal called ‘The Leap.’ 
“This consisted of a pit 22 feet long, 
12 feet wide and 10 feet deep, filled 
with fresh liquid quicklime. The 
four walls of the pit were covered 
with a slippery substance to prevent 
the victim from crawling out, in case 
he fell in. The trial was to make a 
run of 76 feet and then leap this tank 
of quicklime. It is hardly necessary 
to explain that if the Marquis fell 
into the pit he would be literally 


eaten alive, in the most utrocious 
suffering. 

“But our conscience is clear. It was 
the Marquis himself who chose to 
commence with this one, and perhaps 
he is an expert jumper for it is well 
known that he was an athlete in his 
youth. To our surprise, he slept well 
the night before and ate a hearty 
breakfast and lunch. The ordeal was 
fixed for 3 o’clock, and half an hour 
before we took him from his cell un- 
der heavy guard and showed him the 
pit. At the same time we offered him 
a pair of. running jumpers, which he 
accepted. 

“After examining the pit carefully 
the Marquis asked for permission 
to run about a bit in order to 
stretch his legs. We granted this re- 
quest, but four Knights covered him 
with their rifles while he was racing 
up and down. We were astonished at 
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the man’s jumping powers, and we 
had the feeling that it would be a 
poor day’s sport. 

“Finally at 3 o’clock we announced 
that the hour for the ordeal had 
sounded. As a last favor he asked per- 
mission to pray for several minutes, 

and to write a letter to 
his mother, both of 
which we granted. 
Then, with an insolent 
smile on his lips, he 
took his place at the 
end of the track. We 
asked him if he was 
ready. ‘Assassins,’ he 
retorted. We then in- 
formed him that if he 
succeeded in leaping 
the pit the first time, 
he would have to re- 
peat this performance twice. He smiled 
insolently again and prepared to statt. 
At our cry, ‘Start,’ he bounded to- 
ward death like a flash. We must con- 
fess that we were deeply affected, and 
all of us were forced to admire this 
extraordinary man who, by his excep- 
tional qualities, would have become 
famous if he had served good instead 
of evil. 

“Up to the very edge of the pit, the 
Marquis ran like an arrow, without 
the least sign of hesitation or despair. 
Then, like a living spring that had 
been freed from its compression, he 
shot across the pit in a perfect tra- 
jectory. It seemed that he had suc- 
ceeded and then all of us gave a sud- 
den shudder. Horrors! Falling sev- 
eral inches short, the Marquis struck 
his left knee against the side of the 
pit. It seemed that he would fall 
backward into the quicklime, but he 
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flung his torso in some manner and 
landed flat on his stomach. He was 
saved! A bit pale, and bleeding pro- 
fusely from the knee, he leaped to 
his feet with another ironic smile. ‘In 
any case, I wasn't born to die that 
time,’ he said.

TRIAL BY MARKSMANSHIP. 


ad @ Ps must believe that the 


Marquis de Champaubert is a 
clever marksman to have 
calmly accepted this ordeal, as its de- 
scription will show. Three loaded Win- 
cheater rifles are clamped on a solid 
table and sighted against a post 46 
yards away, to which the victim will 
be strapped, without being able to 
squirm sideways. The triggers of these 
rifles are held back by an ordinary 
fuse, tied inte a loop, one end being 
around the triggers and the other 
thrown over a spike in the table. This 
fuse is connected with an electric bat- 
tery, which is timed to start function- 
ing in four minutes. 
“The Marquis, strapped to the post

who played the role

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but with his arms free, will be given 
another rifle and told that his only 
chance for life is to cut a tiny electric 
wire, less than one-sixteenth of an 
inch in diameter, that would commun- 
icate the spark to the fuse.

In 
other words, if he did not succeed in 
cutting the tiny wire forty-five yards 
away with one of his five bullets in 
four minutes, the infernal machine 
would function and the three rifles 
clamped onto the table would thunder 
death at him. As a measure of pre- 


-ecaution, one of our men would stand 


directly behind him with a loaded 
automatic, ready to blow off his head 
if he turned his rifle against the as- 
sembled Knights. 

“After all this diabolical mechan- 
ism had been explained to the Marquis 
the previous day, he passed an excel- 
lent night, under the constant surveil- 
lance of the Knights, who were re- 
lieved every hour.

PHILADELPHIA 
NEW kind of mur- 
der trial evidence 
will be Introduced 
here when a talk- 
ing picture of a 
prisoner confessing 
to police will be

Pollee and city officiala belleve that 
in developing this new system they 
will be pioneers In a movement des 
tined to replace in part the present 
rogue’s gallery ‘still’ pictures. 

The first use of the talking moving 
picture will also serve ac @ legal teat 
and it is expected that no matter what 
the present outcome may be, the cane 
will be appealed to the higher courts. 

In addition to recording confessions 
and statements of prisoners with the 
talking movies, police here plan to 
make similar pietures to replace and 
serve ag an addition to rogue’s gallery 
portraits. 

This photographic method, police 
believe, will give a permanent record 
of voice, of manneriams, and so forth, 
which has heretofore been impossible 
in the familiar ‘‘front and profile’ 
portralitea. 


HE firat moving picture confesx- 

sion was made in the Detective 

Rureau in City Hall, under the 

personal supervision of Lemuel B. 
Schofield, Director of Public Safety. 

The subject was William E. Peters, 

a rejected suitor who had been arrest- 

ed a few days before, charged with 


shooting and killing Mias Leona Fisch- 
buch. an art student 

Peters, who previously had been 
held for action of the Coroner ang 
since Khare been indicted by the grend 
jury, was led into the roll-cali room 
of the Detective Bureau for the dally 
‘“etand-up’'’—the process of exhibiting 
prisoners to detectives, for future 
recognition.

already under way to preserve the cus- 
toms and fashions of the Zuyder Zee 
peopie in a special museum. 

Recorded history reveals no greater 
bite out.of the Continent of Europe by 
the sea than that taken to form the 
Zuyder Zee, which is from seven to fif- 
teen feet deep. During the Middle Ages 
the sea made great inroads on Hol- 
land, washing away and inundating 
fertile agricultural land and creating 
numerous iniand lakes. One by one 
these have been reclaimed, the last be- 
ing the Haarlem Lake, which was 
drained between 1849 and 1852. The 
father of the present gigantic under- 
taking is Dr. C. Lely, who, in 1886, as 
a@ young man, drew plans which were 
first published in 1891. Twenty-seven 
years later, in 1918, when the Dutch 
Government finally decided to carry 
out these plana and such modifications 
as were thought desirable, Dr. Lely 
was Minister of Public Works. 


HE main feature of Dr. Lely’s 
plans is the construction of a 
dike. 18 1-2 miles long, between 
the Isle of Wieringen, off the coast of 
Noord Holland Province. to the Fries- 
land coast. Supplementary to this is 
the construction of a one-and-one-half- 
mile dike from the Noord Holland 
coast to the Isle of Wieringen, which 
haz been completed and over which 
automobiles now run. The 
Isle of Wieringen was the 
pome of the former Ger- 
man Crown Prince for a 
number of years after the 
World War. Another dike 
sturts farther south, at 
Medemblik, and extends 
nearly straight north a dis- 
tance of 12 miles, also to 
the Isle of Wieringen. 
Construction of both the 
main dike and the dike 
from Medemblik to Wier- 
ingen is well under way. 
both at the terminals 
and in the open sea. The 
Medemblik dike is now 
nearing completion. It is 
anticipated that the in- 
closing of the Zuyder Zee 
will be completed by 
1934. 
The main dike will be 
so heavy that it will have 
no parallel in Holland, or, 
it is believed by the Dutch, 
in the whole world. It will 
be built on a 800-foot base 
and will rise to a height of 25 feet 
above what is known as Amster- 
dam sea level. This is about 106 
feet above high tide during storms and 
will prevent waves overtopping the 
crest of the dam even during heaviest 
storms. On the inner side of the d{ke

there will be a 100-foot-wide road- 
way, which will provide for a doubie- 
track railway and an 80-foot-wide road 
for ordinary traffic—and there will 


even be room for a cycling path! 

The Zuyder Zee is iteelf providing 
materials for ite own destruction. 
Boulder clay, mixed with cobbles of 


{ 
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various sizes, is found in various places 
at the bottom of the sea and is being 
used for the exterior surfacing. The 
core of boulder clay is first construct- 
ed and then sand is deposited. by 
pumping dredgers discharging it from 
pipes. The portion of the dike below 
the water line is protected from wave 
action and scour by covering the slopes 
with mattresses of brushwork weight- 


ed with stones. Above the water line, 


a stone facing of basalt or limestone 
is used. 

The waters of the former Zuyder 
Zee behind the dike will 
henceforth be known as 
Yssel] Lake. The Yasei 
River now carries into the 
Zuyder Zee about one- 
ninth of the flow of the 
Rhine, and water is also 
received from the Vecht, 
other small streams, arte- 
rial drainage eystems and 
by pumping from re 
claimed land. Some of 
this water is to be divert- 
ed for irrigation purposes, 
but most of it will have 
to be discharged into the 
sea twice every 24 hours, 
at low tide. This fresh 


water will be a great 


boon, because now it is 

often necessary to let salt 

water into the canals, 

with resulting injury to 

cattle and crops. The dis- 

charge of water will be 

controlled by three navi- 

gation locks, one with 15 

40-foot-wide siuices and 

the others with 10, which 

are being built. They will be capabie 

of handling 2000-ton vessels, but will 

be used principally for inland navi- 
gation.

structed for three or four days, caus- 
ing the lake to rise above its norma! 
height. The area allotted to the lake 
muat therefore be large enough to hold 
the entire quantity of water received 
during such a period without its rising 
to a disastrous height. It has been 
estimated that this will require an 
area of more than one-quarter million 
acres, much of which would otherwise 
be regained from the sea. 

Of the fertility of the land to be re- 
claimed there can be no question. Cen- 
turies of accumulated experience tes- 
tify that the land reclaimed from the 
sea-polders—as these areas are known 
in Holland-——are extremely fertile once 
freed from gait. Much of the land of 
the northern provinces of Holland lies 
from 10 to 25 feet below sea level, and 
is famed for the richness of ite dairy 
and agricultural products. 


UT the Duteh have not gone 
Be this great adventure with- 
out first having made _  thor- 
ough tests. An experimental pold- 
er of 100 acres was constructed near 
Andijk, where adequate methods of 
cultivating the new soil and of remov- 
ing the salt expeditiously have been 
thoroughly investigated. The limits of 
the polders have also been planned ac- 
cording to the value of the sea bottom 
for agricultural purposes, and this has 
been determined by extensive borings. 
There is a genuine land famine in 
Holiand, with farmers having to pay 
more than $600 per acre for goed- 
quality land. Because of the urgent 
need for more land it has been decided 
to complete the Northwestern, or Wier- 
ingen, Poider, first, and this will prob- 
ably be drained before the end of 1930. 
The main dike itself will cost more 
than $35,000,000, it is estimated, 
while the reclaiming of the polders, 
including interest, will probably cost 
more than $200,000,000. Estimating 
the value of reclaimed land at §500 an 
acre, it can readily be figured that the 
660,000 acres can be sold at a price 
below that figure and still provide a 
profit. While this phase of the under- 
taking has not been overlooked by the 
Dutch Government, it has not been the 
major incentive or factor. The desire 
for security of life and property from 
the onslaughts of the sea, which this 
wil) secure, is of paramount concern. 
The Dutch people have repeatedly 
seen their land swept away under a 
sudden inrush of water. While these 
have not been excessively severe in re- 
cent years, still the memory of floods
